THE STAR-SPANGLED BANNER. 


Not since the opening of the century 
the e&rjh been so far filled with 
threat and preparation for armed 


With tlie return of the cycling season 
when century- runs by organized clubs 
are of daily occurrence, tlie question of 
permitting women to take part in these 
long-distance trips is again discussed. 
It is maintained that century runs have 
become athletic competitions, such as 
require the utmost physical endurance 
on the part of the riders, and that con 
stitutlonally a woman is not sufficient¬ 
ly strong for such a fatiguing test. Dis¬ 
tinguished medical authorities pro¬ 
nounce tlie task of covering so great a 
distance as a hundred miles in a day 
awheel exceedingly harmful, on ac¬ 
count of the prolonged nervous and 
physical strain involved, for which 
women rarely possess the requisite 
physique, and for other reasons that | 
physicians only can properly appro- ! 
date. There are few organized runs of j 
a hundred miles in which some of tlie 
participants do not fail to complete the 
century. This being true of men, It is 
by so much the more evident that wom¬ 
en should refrain from the practice. 
Aside from the injurious physical re¬ 
sults that attend century riding by 
women, the question presents nnother 
view even more inqiortaut, that of the 
propriety of women engaging In such 
runs. The example of women attend¬ 
ing the ordinary open century run. iu 
which the proportion of the partici¬ 
pants is rarely less than fifty men to 
one woman, who rides generally with¬ 
out escort from early morning to late 
night, in the common ruck, is not cal¬ 
culated to elevate cycling, particularly 
among women. Rather It lias a ten¬ 
dency to degrade the sport. Tlie neces¬ 
sary or usual incidents attending cen¬ 
tury runs are not conducive to tlie cul¬ 
tivation of feminine graces and should 
receive the stamp of disapproval by tne 
cycling public. Resolutions condenn- 
lug the. practice are being considered 
by bicycle organizations. If women 
lack the good sense and good taste to 
determine this matter for themselves, 
the men should determine It for them. 

A ease has just been decided In En¬ 
gland that is of Interest in tills coun¬ 
try, for tlie circumstances are very like 
those that have frequently occurred in 
the United States, but which have not 
reached tlie courts. The case was based 
upon the charge of manslaughter In a 
game of football. The game was be¬ 
ing played under the association foot¬ 
ball rules, which were designed spe¬ 
cially to limit tlie hazard in playing the 
game in question. It was claimed ttiat 
Ihe defendant, contrary to the rules of 
tlie game, charged the deceased from 
behind and threw rim violently for¬ 
ward against the knees of another 
player, from which he received injuries 
that caused tils death. The judge held 
that “therules of the game were of little 
consequence, for no association could 
override the law In such a manner, nor 
could it make lawful and Innocent that 
which was dangerous. The law of the 
land.declares that It is unlawful to do 
that which is likely to cause tlie death 
of another, and liability cannot be 
avoided by the enactment of rules re¬ 
ducing the danger,” and the prisoner 
was held for manslaughter. The judge 
said: “But, on the other hand, if a 
mau is playing according to the rules 
and practice of the game, and Is not 
going beyond It. It may tie reasonable 
to infer that he Is not acting in a man¬ 
ner which he knows will lie likely to 
produce death.” In the heat of playing 
tlie game men forgot, in tlie desire to 
win, to observe tlie rules that have been 
adopted iu order to reduce the risk to 
a minimum aud do things that result 
fatally to tlielr opponents. Football lias 
become established as one of the most 
popular of all our American sports, but 
however tt may be hedged about with 
rules It Is a dangerous game, a fact 
that Is too well attested to admit of dis¬ 
pute. The English case was brought 
to put a stop to the lawlessness of the 
game as It has been played at Rugby, 
aud It is probable that It will be ample 
to Inspire some respect for the lives 
and limbs of men engaged In the spirit¬ 
ed contests.

His life was 
spared, but for over a week he was

Few foreign men of 
letters have attracted such universal 
mention as this retiring aud frequently 
almost inaccessible Norwegian writer. 
Of his works much is known; of his 
personality, little. 

J Ibsen was born in the little town of 
Skien, in a mountainous region of Nor¬ 
way. and his early life was passed un- 
Jer restrictions that were far from hav- 
inga tendency to develop the latent gen- 
! ins of tlie boy. His education was re¬ 
ceived in a private school under the 
j conduct of two theological students, 
j and later in the university of Christi¬ 
ana. While at college, and even before, 
he had done considerable writing, and 
his plays were so well received that,-at 
the close of his college career, he was 
engaged as dramatic manager of the 
principal theater of the country. He 
I continued here until the Danes got into 
trouble with the Prussians in 18C4. 
j Then lie became disgusted at his own 
coimtryinen for not joining the Danes, 

! and began to write caustic epigrams 
i criticising the spirit of the Norwegian 
masses. His railings accomplished 
I nothing, but he himself became so dis¬ 
gusted tliat he left the country and 
remained in Rome and Dresden about 
j twenty-five years. He wrote many 
Itooks, and for each there was always 
i a ready sale. His writings have been 
translated into several languages, and 
when it becomes known that Ibsen has 
a new book coming there is a great stir 
I among all classes of people, and the 
wonder is what the book is to be about. 
This is a secret that is withheld even 
from the members of his own family. 

In liis home life Ilnsen is a bundle of 
peculiarities. He has a wife and son, 
wtio is a doctor of philosophy, and is 
married into one of the most distin¬ 
guished families in the country. His 
home is bright and cheerful.

EGYPTIAN IRRIGATION SCHEME. 

Controversy Between the (engineers 
and the Archaeologists. 

Tlie khedlve in council has approved 
t contract just concluded for the con¬ 
struction of two groat dams for the 
storage and control of the water of the 
Nile. For many years past there has 
been exhaustive examination and dis¬ 
cussion of different plans proposed for 
tlie attainment of this object. From 
this complete and scientific investiga¬ 
tion of tlie whole question the plan 
now adopted lias emerged as the beat 
and most satisfactory solution of a 
gnvat problem. Englishmen, at all 
events, will think none the worse of it 
when we say that it is a compromise. 
Mr. Willcoeks, to whose ability anil dili- 
acnco in investigating tlie whole sub¬ 
ject it is scarcely possible to pay too 
high a tribute, arrived three or four 
years ago at tin* conclusion that the 
best site for impounding the water of 
tli(> Nile is just above Assuan at tho 
first cataract, ltnt there was one grave 
objection to file scheme as it originally 
stood.
